Claim Objections 

2. Claims 1-20 are objected to because of the following 
informalities: The language of independent Claims 1, 6, and 13 
include a limitation ''relatively low voltage" and "relatively 
high voltage". It is not clear in relation to what voltage level 
those voltages are relatively low and relatively high. 
Dependent claims do not provide any further explanations. 
Appropriate correction is required. . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. Claims 1-20 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, 
as failing to comply with the enablement requirement. The 
claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in the 
specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art 
to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, 
to make and/or use the invention. According to McGraw-Hill 
Dictionary of Scientific and Technical Terms, CMOC device is "A 
device formed by the combination of PMOS (p-type-channel metal 
oxide semiconductor device) with an NMOS (n- type-channel metal 
oxide semiconductor device) . Derived from complementary metal 
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oxide semiconductor device." Each of the complementary metal 
oxide semiconductor devices comprises its source, drain and 
gate. It is not described in the specification gate of which MOS 
should be connected to an output of an IC logic core or what 
gate should be coupled to a biasing circuit. Appropriate 
corrections and/or explanations are required.
